FOREWORD 


In  so  far  as  we  know  this  is  the  first  published  material  on  the 
Crutchett  family.  Since  we  are  human  there  are,  no  doubt,  some  errors. 

We  hope  that  they  are  a  minimum.  We  know  that  there  are  many  ommissions. 
Many  letters  went  unanswered  and  many  answers  were  incomplete.  Then,  too, 
funds  for  research  were  limited.  The  work  was  greatly  complicated  due  to 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  living  Crutchetts  are  in  England  or  Australia. 

In  an  effort  to  locate  as  many  as  possible  some  500  Telephone  Directories, 
including  several  foreign,  ones,  were  searched  for  Crutchetts.  Only  a 
handful  were  found  and  only  one  of  these  had  not  already  been  located  by 
other  means. 

No  effort  has  been  made  to  list  the  children  of  Crutchett  daughters. 
Only  those  people  bom  with  the  name  Crutchett  have  been  included.  Enough 
information  has  been  given,  where  possible,  about  wives  so  as  to  positively 
identify  them. 

It  is  hoped  that  some  day  some  one  will  be  inspired  to  continue  the 
research  and  compile  a  really  good  Crutchett  Genealogy.  Much  more  research 
should  be  done  on  the  Devonshire  Parish  Records  and  in  other  places.  In  the 
meantime,  if  any  errors  or  omissions  that  are  noted  are  reported  to  the 
present  compiler,  it  may  be  possible  some  day  to  issue  a  supplement  or  even 
a  revised  edition. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  that  we  acknowledge  the  great 
effort  that  many  people  made  to  supply  the  material  that  has  gone  into 
this  record.  We  also  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  made  contributions 
toward  the  expense  of  printing  and  mailing.

•  THE  CRUTCHETT  NAME  AND  FAMILY

In  a  letter  written  in  1916  James  Crutchette  of  Stratton,  Cornwall 
says,  "I  am  78  years  old.  You  will  notice  that  I  have  taken  up  the 
original  letter  to  the  name  -  "E" •  My  father  left  off  the  "E"  as  it 
sounded  foreign.  I  remember  well  of  his  giving  us  the  history  of  the 
11  persons  coming  across  from  Brittany  in  the  Rebellion.  As  Huguenots 
they  would  not  recant  to  Romanism,  so  to  save  their  heads  they  shipped 
across  to  south  of  England.  They  were  peasant  farmers  in  Brittany 
and  my  old  grandparent  used  to  farm  in  Devon  under  the  Hon*  able  Mark 
Rolle."  (Mark  Rolle  was  a  large  land  holder  near  Exmouth,  Devon.) 

This  sounds  very  good.  However,  in  searching  the  Devonshire 
parish  records  the  name  was  found  spelled  in  many  ways  but  in  HO 
CASE  was  it  found  with  the  final  "E" .  Probably  the  various  spellings 
were  sometimes  caused  by  the  Parish  Clerk  guessing  at  the  correct  way 
when  the  name  was  pronounced  by  an  owner  speaking  with  a  strong  Devon¬ 
shire  Dialect.  We  have  found  entries  with  the  name  spelled  correctly 
as  far  back  as  1635* 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  name  we  can  only  guess.  One  authority  (?) 
on  the  derivation  of  names  says  it  comes  from  the  French  word  " Cruche" , 
meaning  a  pitcher  of  jug.  The  suffex  "tte"  is  the  French  diminutive 
for  small.  Another  authority  says  that  the  root  word  is  "Creche", 
meaning  a  shrine  or  cross,  and  that  the  original  holder  lived  near  a 
small  cross.  Still  a  third  says  that  it  comes  from  some  word  meaning 
hill  and  that  some  one  of  our  ancestors  lived  on  or  near  a  small  hill. 

We  have  learned  of  a  "Crutchet"  who  came  to  the  TJ.S.A.  from  Paris  about 
1840.  The  family  pronounced  the  name  "Cru  -  shay".  We  know  that  there 
are  a  good  many  people  having  the  name  " Cruche t"  still  living  in  France. 

All  these  things  would  tend  to  establish  the  French  origin. 

In  the  "Dictionary  of  British  Surnames"  by  P.  H.  Reaney,  the  name 
Crutchett  is  not  listed  but  Crutch  is.  He  lists  it  with  Crouch,  Crowch, 
and  Crotch  and  says  it  comes  from  the  Old  English  word  "Cruc"  and  means 
"One  who  lives  near  a  cross".  As  an  example  he  lists  Gilbert  Cruche  who, 
on  the  Curia  Regis  Rolls  for  1221,  is  shown  as  from  Devonshire.  He  also 
gives  the  same  origin  for  the  names  Croucher,  and  Crutcher  and  lists  a 
David  Crusher  who  in  1220  was  of  Somerset.  It  would  seem  that  Crutchett 
could  well  belong  with  these  similar  names. 

Probably  we  will  never  know  whether  we  were  of  Old  English  origin, 
dating  from  before  1220,  or  were  Huguenots  fleeing  from  Brittany  some 
300  or  more  years  later.  It  is  very  possible  that  there  were  two  lines 
with  similar  names  that  have  become  very  confused. 

In  the  book  "Calendar  of  Cornwall  &  Devonshire  Wills"  by  Charles 
Worthy  the  Crutchett,  Critchett ,  Cretchett,  Crotchett  and  Cratchett  names 
are  all  indexed  together.  Evidently  the  author  felt  that  they  were  all 
various  spellings  of  the  same  name.  We  have  evidence  that  in  one  case  a 
person's  name  was  spelled  three  different  ways  in  the  official  church 
records.  Undoubtedly  some  of  these  misspellings  were  eventually  adopted 
and  now  appear  to  belong  to  a  different  family.  In  other  cases  two  families 
with  similar  names  were  probably  confused.  It  would  require  a  great  deal  of 
research  to  determine  the  truth  in  each  case.  We  are  inclined  to  feel  that 
Crutche,  Crutch! ey  and  Crutchfield  are  not  part  of  our  family  but  Critchett 
and  Crutche  11  may  well  be. 


As  far  as  we  can  find  the  family  seems  to  have  remained  in  a  small 
section  of  Devon,  east,  south  and  a  little  north  of  Exeter,  until  about 
1800.  It  would  appear  to  have  originated  near  or  at  Exmouth  but  no  one 
knows •  Since  1800  members  of  the  family  have  spread  to  other  parts  of 
England,  Ireland,  Australia,  Canada  and  the  United  States.  At  present 
there  seem  to  be  more  people  having  the  know  that  at  Gibralter  there  is 
a  street  called  "Crutchett's  Ramp.”  We  have  been  unable  to  find  the 


origin  of  the  name  but  did  learn  that  in  1772  a  Mr.  Crushett  (probably  a 
misspelling)  had  a  lime  kiln  operating  there.  The  street  was  probably 
named  for  him  but  we  do  not  know.  »  -

The  1851  census  shows  her  as  a  visitor  at  the  home  of  William  Crutchett 
of  Littleham.  She  was  64  years  old  and  was  from  Lynn  in  Dorset. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  CRUTCHETTS 

The  1850  census  for  Washington  D.C.  shows  the  following* 

James  Crutchett,  Gan  Manufacturer,  age  54,  bom  in  England. 

James  Crutchett  age  12,  bom  in  England. 

Francis  (?)  Crutchett  (male)  age  8  bom  in  D.C. 

Frances  Crutchett  (female)  age  6  bom  in  D.C. 

We  have  been  able  to  learn  something  about  this  man  but  so  far  nothing 
of  this  family.  From  the  birth  places  of  his  children  he  must  have  come  to 
America  about  1840.  .after  short  periods  in  other  cities  he  moved  to  Washing' 
ton,  D.C.  about  1845  or  I846,  though  the  census  would  indicate  that  he  was 
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Washington,  D.C.  Crutchetts  continued  - 

there  in  1842.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  gas  lighting  industry,  and 
had  a  patent  on  a  method  of  generating  gas  which  he  called  "Crutchett 1 s  Patent 
Solar  Gas" .  Under  a  contract  with  Congress  he  "built  a  plant  and  in  1847  installed 
the  first  gas  lights  in  the  Capitol  building. 

In  less  than  a  year  he  sold  his  gas  business  in  Washington  and  went  into  other 
activities.  About  1855  be  established  a  factory  which  made  canes  of  wood  from  Mt. 
Vernon.  During  the  Civil  War  his  factory  building  was  taken  over  for  use  by  the 
U.S.  Army.  We  have  no  record  of  his  death  but  he  was  still  listed  in  the  Washing¬ 
ton  directory  of  1877*  He  is  reported  to  have  been  quite  wealthy  at  one  time  and 
his  home  was  considered  among  the  finest  in  Washington.  Before  his  death,  however, 
he  suffered  reverses. 

We  have  been  unable  to  identify  him  among  the  Devonshire  Crutchett's  of  whom 
ve  have  a  record.  The  nearest  we  find  is  a  James  Grit chard  who  was  baptised  at 
Axmouth ,  Devon  April  2,  1815*  We  do  know  that  the  Washington  James  had  been  a 
purser  in  the  British  Navy  before  coming  to  America.

This  was  a  French  chef  who  had  restaurants  in  Washington  and  New  York. 

Later  generations,  and  perhaps  he,  spelled  the  name  "Crutchet"  though  in  the 
census  record  there  were  two  "t's"  at  the  end.  The  family  pronounced  the  name 
" Cru-Shay" .  We  have  a  little  more  information  on  this  family  but  since  there  is 
no  indication  that  it  is  related  to  the  Devonshire  family  we  are  not  including  it. 
It  does  help,  however,  to  give  evidence  that  the  story  of  the  French  origin  of  the 
family  may  well  be  correct. 

THE  CRITCHETT  FAMILY 

We  presume  that  these  are  all  members  of  the  Crutchett  family  for  we  know 
that  the  name  was  often  misspelled  in  this  way.  However,  the  direct  link  to  con¬ 
nect  them  with  the  rest  of  the  family  has  not  been  found.
